PRELIMINARY  ENVIRONMENTAL  REVIEW 


General  Comments 


Import  Auto  Center  consists  of  a large  steel  building  on  a city  lot 
in  Kalispell,  Montana.  This  facility  is  proposed  to  be  operated  as  an 
indoor  vehicle  dismantling  operation  and  used  parts  retail  outlet  for 
select  imported  vehicles.  Unlike  the  more  typical  vehicle  salvage  busi- 
ness, junked  or  salvage  vehicles  will  not  be  stored  on  site  except  for 
those  vehicles  actively  being  dismantled  within  the  confines  of  the 
building . 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  require  that 
all  vehicles  defined  as  junked  vehicles  (Sections  75-10-501  (3)  MCA  1979) 
be  screened  from  public  view.  Wrecking  facilities  likewise  are  required 
to  be  screened  such  that  junked  vehicles  are  stored  out  of  public  view 
as  defined  by  public  roadways.  This  proposed  facility,  if  operated  as 
intended,  is  currently  screened  from  public  view  by  virtue  of  the  dis- 
mantling shop  on  the  property.  The  area  between  the  shop  and  West  Center 
Street  may  not  be  used  for  the  storage  of  junked  vehicles  unless  that 
area  is  subsequently  screened  from  public  roadways.  There  are  several 
outlets  for  dismantled  vehicle  hulks  in  the  Kalispell  area  so  final 
disposal  of  vehicle  remains  should  not  be  a problem. 

Establishing  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  at  the  proposed  loca- 
tion is  in  accordance  with  local  zoning  requirements  following  the  issuance 
of  a conditional  use  permit  by  the  Kalispell  Board  of  Adjustment.  The 
terms  and  conditions  of  that  permit  and  the  screening  requirements  of  the 
state  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  should  assure  that 
the  proposed  facility  is  operated  and  maintained  properly  in  regards  to 
the  storage  or  screening  of  junked  vehicles  on  the  property.
